3s ia one of the 
very few men who could conduct the for- 
eign affairs of the United States with 
skill and foresight when pitted against 
the ablest diplomats of other nations. His 
career as Secretary of TVar and Secre- 
tary of State was marked by reliable 
common sense always, and often by bril- 
liant acts of constructive statesmanship.
